This is Nissan’s BladeGlider - a three-seater, 
tech-brimming supercar they want to make! 


• Nissan is a company 
that just seems to love 
kicking convention in 
the downstairs area. 

• You may recall the rulebook¬ 
tearing DeltaWing unveiled 
in February 2010 - a race car 
with a narrow, pointy front 
end, a wide rear end and a 
small engine that was lighter 
than a packet of crisps. Here 
on planet Nuts, we loved it. 

• Now Nissan has used the 
DeltaWing to inspire an 
electric sports car that the 


company says may become 
production reality. Shaped 
similarly to a stealth wing 
jet, the BladeGlider won’t 
wobble and tip over like 
a Reliant Robin, because 
it has four wheels. 

• The front wheels are just 

a metre apart, which reduces 
drag (more aerodynamic) 
and helps to make the car 
turn in harder for high-G 
cornering capabilities. 

• And it’s full of jaw dropping 
features. Seventy per cent 
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of the weight is at the arse 
end, and like all classic hairy- 
chested sports cars, it’s rear 
wheel drive.

Hi Romelu! How 
have you settled at 
Everton so quickly? 

I’ve enjoyed it. I came here 
to challenge myself, play 
more and improve. I saw 
Everton as the right place 
for me to become a better 
footballer. Roberto Martinez 
has also spent time telling 
me how to get better, and 
it’s appreciated. 

How good is Martinez? 

He’s an intelligent football 
man. He has a philosophy, 
a Spanish playing style 
where you keep possession 
and move the ball quickly, 
which is great. He also can 
read the game very well and 
see how players can improve 
or the opposition can be 
hurt. I’m enjoying working 
with him very much. 

Any regrets at leaving 
Chelsea again on loan? 

None. I wish the club well 
this season as I’ve many 
friends there. I had a few 
options but decided to go 
to Everton because of their 
passing style and the 
knowledge I would see a lot 
of the ball. I also heard good 
things from my friend Kevin 
Mirallas. At this stage of my 
career, I need to play the 
full 90 minutes more times 
a season. This is something 
I haven’t been able to do for 
the last few years. 

What are this year’s targets? 

To score many goals, to 
win many games and to 


help Everton finish high up 
the table. I am an ambitious 
person so I want success to 
come as quickly as possible. 

Chelsea loaning you out was 
a surprise - you were great 
at West Brom last term... 

I’m grateful to West Brom 
for what they did for me. It 
was a good relationship. And 
the comparisons with 
Drogba are amazing, but not 
quite right for me now. He 
played at the top for a long, 
long time and actually got 
better and better. I’m just at 
the start of my journey and 
I need to improve my game. 

You describe yourself as 
a “football freak”.

I just live for football. When 
I’m not on the pitch, I’m 
playing football video 
games.

Hi Carl! Is George 
Groves a threat to 
your WBA and IBF 
super-middleweight titles? 

Every fighter poses a threat 
as they’re trying to hit you! 

I don’t think he’s got what 
it takes to beat me. 

The fight sold out in minutes. 
Was that a surprise to you? 

I had to pinch myself 
because Manchester isn’t 
my home town, but it’s nice 
to be fighting a Brit. 

Did you want this fight, or 
a bigger-name boxer? 

I’ve become a star in boxing, 
so the fights get bigger and 
bigger. I train the same for 
anyone - I’ve been breaking 
my fitness targets for this. 
Groves is naive, but lots of 
young boxers tell you what 
they’re going to do, but then 
it’s different on fight night. 

Do you genuinely hate each 
other, or is it just hype? 

I don’t like him, so I choose 
not to engage with him. He’s 
another opponent I’m going 
to beat on fight night - the 
past doesn’t matter.

George is the only guy who 
doesn’t realise what’s going 
to happen - everyone else 
knows he’s getting a bad 


whooping. I’m defending my 
castle and that’s what I do. He 
plays down my wins, but he’s 
a kid who shouldn’t be in the 
ring with a champion like me. 
It’s been painful listening to 
him in the promotional stuff 
we’ve done. I’ve knocked him 
down in sparring with the big 
gloves. I know he’s got a glass 
jaw - I’ve hit him before. 

Do you see any of yourself in 
George when you were his age? 

I don’t think I was ever that 
stupid or arrogant in my youth. 
You don’t demand respect - 
you earn it. George is hanging 
himself by acting the way he is.

Hi George! How are 
you feeling ahead 
of your big fight?
